Chattanooga, April 29.—It Is now posi­ 
tively known that all of the Ninth 
cavalry, the Twenty-fourth 
infantry 
and the entire eight batteries of artil­ 
lery now centered at Chickamauga will 
leave for the aouth as soon as they can 
be If'iuled on the cars which are in 
readiness for them. 
By tonight it if 
thought all of the trains w'ill be on their 
way to Tampa. News of the ordering of 
the troops south drew a tremendous 
crowd around the station and railroad 
yards, in .spite of the late hour at which 
the "asHombly” was called, and the sol­ 
diers were cheered again and again as 
the train pulled out. 


Tampa, Fla., April 29.—Colonel Mel­ 
ville A. Cochran, commanding the First 
provisional brigade of Tampa division, 
has received a telegram from Washing­ 
ton instructing him to hold his com­ 
mand in readiness for immediate depar­ 
ture, with rations for thirty days. 


DKTAILS O F TH K ENOAGKMKNT. 


F i n t T h at ttie llnltfMl Statea Navy lla» H ad 
fo r A bout T h irty Years. 


Flagship 
New 
York, 
off Havana. 
April 29.—-[Copyright, 189S, by the As­ 
sociated Press.)—The engagement at 
Matanaas, the first in which the United 
States navy has participated for about 
thirty years, occurred quite unexpect­ 
edly. The New York was lying about 
twenty miles east of H avana W ednes­ 
day morningwhen Rear Admiral Samp­ 
son decided to steam to Alatanzas. At 
the entrance to the harbor the monitor 
Puritan and the cruiser Cincinnati met 
the flagship. A stiff wind w'as blowing 
and the waves poured over the low bow 
and stern of the monitor. At slow speed 
the flagship proceeded toward the har­ 
bor, the Puritan following half a mile 
astern and the Cincinnati about two 
miles to the westward. 
When about 
three miles from Punta Gorda, the ex­ 
treme 
point of 
the eastern 
end of 
the harbor, a long yellow streak was 
seen on shore. It looked like a newly 
erected earthwork. 


Closer inspection revealed a number 
of men clustered around the shore, and 
later it was ascertained without doubt 
that the Spanish troops w’ere busy in 
erecting what seemed to be a sand 
battery and had already gotten several 
guns Into position. "General quarters" 
was sounded. The men rushed to their 
guns. W hen the New York was about 
4.000 yards from Punta Gorda the 
bugler sounded "commence flrlng." Na­ 
val Cadet Doone. in charge of the eight- 
inch gun amidships on the port side, 
had the honor of firing the first shot. 
The flagship shook from stem to stern 
as the tirst projectile flew from the 
muzzle of the big gun. 
This was at 


2:56 p. m. 
It seemed minutes before the yellow 
smoke cleared away, but in reality it 
was less than five seconds. Then a lit­ 
tle cloud of dust was seen to rise at the 
right of the earthworks. W ith a deaf­ 
ening roar the eight-inch gun In the 
forward turret let fly its Iron missile. It 
landed high. 
The after turret came 
next with the same sized projectile. A 
ahout of delight went up from the flag­ 
ship aa a dense cloud rose slomiy from 
the very center of the earthworks, 
showing how true had been the aim. 


Thsn from the entire side a fusillade 
was poured on the shore, the four tu r­ 
ret guns flrlng almost simultaneously 
and the four-inch guns adding their 
smaller hail. 
When the smoke blew 
away Punta Gorda waa dotted 
with 
dust clouds that looked like miniature 
geysers springing suddenly from the 
earth. Each showed where a shot had 
struck. At this stage the guns In the 
Quintas da Recreo battery were ob> 
served to be flrlng on the flagship. This

It is provided with four 
eight-inch guns. 
The flagship's

was at once directed upon it. Up to this 
period the New York had been in the 
flring alone. 
Captain Harrington, on 
the Puritan, and Captain Chester, on 
the Cincinnati, had drawn up and were 
vigorously signaling for permission to 
fire. W hen this was reported to Rear 
Admiral Sampson he said: 
"All right; 
tell them to go ahead." 


So v.'hlle the New York was continu- 
ing flre on Quintas da Recreo the Puri­ 
tan took a position to the eastward and 
opened on the same point. The Cincin­ 
nati went to the w’estw ard and pounded 
a rapid flre broadside into the earth­ 
works on Punta Gorda, 
Occasionally 
shots from mintas da Recreo could be 
seen coming in the direction of the New 
York, 
All fell very short, and a t no 
time threatened the ship. Only about 
ten shots are believed to have been 
fired from this battery during the whole 
engagement. 
It is possible th at its 
guns may have been disabled, as two 
8-lnch shells w'ere distinctly seen to land 
iquarely in the fort. 


For about five minutes Quintas da 
Recreo got the full benefit of the port 
broadsides of the New' York and P uri­ 
tan. W hat Its ultimate fate would have 
been Is hard to tell had not attention 
been diverted from It by a shell from 
Ju n ta Qorda th at 
whizxed over the 
Ntw York and fell a Uttle short of the 
Cincinnati,

SlONiriCANT PI7KCHASK OP SHIPS. 


Probably to Tranatmrt Troops to Cuba— 
8Min|Mon’a Itccnnnolaeance. 


Washington, April 29.--The shelling of 
the Matanzas batteries was the topic of 
absorbing lntere.it 
throughout 
naval 
and olficial circles generally yesterday. 
It was discussed on the basis of the 
pres« reports from Key West, as the 
navy department received no informa­ 
tion whatever on the subject. Secretary 
l.ong said at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
as ho closed up his oillce work of the 
day, that no report had been received 
from Admiral i^ampson, nor was the 
navy defiartment advised in any way 
of the shi-lling of Matun^as. Longadded 
that he felt no dlHposltlon to keep from 
the public any news concerning such 
an Important event as a naval engage­ 
ment or a battle. 
While It was es^en- 
tlal that future strategic moves should 
be Kuardid with the greatest care yet 
Long made it clear that this did not 
apply to event.s after they had actually 
occurred; for as to battles and their a t­ 
tendant casualties he recognizcd 
that 
the public was entitled to know what 
hail occurred. 


The secretary said that In the absence 
n f all lnfor?iiHlh)n he was Inclined to 
believe that the shelling was confined 
to the exchange of a few shot.«» and did 
not asiuime the proportions of a regu­ 
lar bonibtirdinent. When his attention 
was directed to reports that the shell­ 
ing was the result of direct orders from 
the president the secretary said this 
was not so. as the president was giv­ 
ing no diruct orders on any of these 
m»*vements. 


The navy department has completely 
ceased Its purchase of ships for conver- 
slcn Into w ar vessels owing to the ex­ 
haustion of the 150,000,000 war fund. It 
Is confidently 
expected that congress 
will come to the relief, as the depart­ 
ment Is still In need of auxiliary ves­ 
sels. 


A rather striking sign of the Immi­ 
nence of the Invasion of Cuba was con­ 
tained In the chartering yesterday by 
the w ar department of eight large 
steam ers of an average capacity of 
about 2,000 tons and able to carry from 
500 to 1,200 passengers each. These are 
to be used as transports for the convey­ 
ance of the flrst military expedition to 
Cuba. General Shafter, In command of 
the United States troops now concen­ 
trated at New Orleans, has been In 
consultation with *the oHlclals as to the 
execution of plans of the campaign.

W ashington, April 29.—The general 
debate on the war revenue bill closed 
last night after eight and a half hours 
of speech-making. 
The debate yester­ 
day lacked l>oth 
spirit and interest. 
There was little discussion of the Inter­ 
nal revenue features of the bill. 
The 
Democrats continued their assaults on 
the bond feature and their advocacy of 
the income tax. 
The latter was ridi­ 
culed as a substitute proposition, by 
the Republicans. The authority to bor­ 
row money was defended by them as 
absolutely necessary. There Is a differ­ 
ence of opinion on the Democratic side 
as to whether the bill should be voted 
for upon Its flnal passage after the mi­ 
nority amendments are voted down. A 
number of Ahe Democrats, led by Mc­ 
Clellan of *ew York, have announced 
their purpose of so voting, but the m a­ 
jority of the Democrats believe they 
could not Justify a vote for a bond Is­ 
sue. An effort Is being made to avoid 
an aye and no vote on the flnal passage, 
to prevent an exhibition of this division 
and It seems probable that it will be 
successful. 
The house held another 
night session yesterday to debate the 
measure.

VERDICT FOR $2,500 GIVEN.

Gore & Harvey won a notable vic­ 
tory in the Van Buren county circuit 
court at Paw Paw yestefday when a 
jury after deliberating for 35 minutes 
returned a verdict of $2,500 for the es­ 
tate of Joseph M. Lanj? who was burned 
to death on the steamer City of Kala­ 
mazoo at South Haven, November 30, 
1896. 


Mrs. Ella M. Lang*, whose husband 
was cremated on the steamer, brought 
suit against the Williams transporta­ 
tion company for $10,000. The case 
came up before Judge Buck in Paw 
Paw this week and was tried in the 
short space of two days. Mr. Gore was 
assisted by’Anderson & Chase of Paw 
Paw and the transportation company 
was represented bv O ’Brien & Camp­ 
bell of Grand Rapids and W. H. Cong- 
don of Chicago. 


The plaintiff set up the claim that 
the death of Lang was due to the neg­ 
ligence of the defendant company in 
not furnishing a nightwatchmun while 
the boat was being laid up for the sea­ 
son. The testimony went to show that 
the boat was without a nightwatchman 
for three nights previous to the iire 
and th at during that time the tires 
were continuously under the l>oilers 
and as many as tun persons slept aboard 
the boat. 


Defendant company claimed that it 
was the duty of the liremen and the 
men aboard to watch their iires and 
look after tneir own safety. In this 
claim, however, they were not strongly 
sustained. 


As two other lives were lost at the 
same time it is probable that A ttor­ 
neys Gore iS: Harvey will start two 
similar damage suits in

Some of til« Lütter W ill Probably Die— 


Exiiloftloii ThouKlii lo lluve Been the R«.

Easton, Pu„ April 29.—The town of 
Dover, Morris county, N. J., and tho 
country within a radiuH of twenty miles, 
was stiirtied yesterday by a Hurics of 
terriflc explosions, the first oi which oc­ 
curred at 2:10 o'clucit. 
The explosions 
occuried in the Atlantic Powder com­ 
pany's works, and the plant is now a 
muss of ruins. 
Six workmen 
were 
killed and four others seriously injured, 
some probably fatally. 
Their remains 
have not yet been recovered. The dead 
are: 
Alfred Harick, William Stumpf, 
Casper Kay. David 
Scheer, William 
Haycock 
and Elias 
Abem. 
All the 
killed wore married and leave families. 
The works were situated in an isolated 
spot seven mile.*« out in a rough country 
from Dover. There were ten buildings 
In the group, and all have been de­ 
stroyed.

The first explosion occurred In one of 
the packing 
houses, 
oaused, 
it 
is 
thought, by a spark from the pipe of a 
careless smoker. The concussion sot off 
th»» explosives in another packing hou.se 
near by. 
Debris and burning timbers 
of the wrecked buildings were curried 
high Into the air and fell in a shower 
over the remaining buildings, setting 
fire to the main factory and the other 
flv© packing houses and the two shell 
houses. In a brief time the explosives 
In these building were set off and left 
death and destruction In their wake. 
The works have been running night and 
day turning out rush order« for the 
United States govvrnment tuid a large 
amount of ammunition ready for ahlp- 
ment was stored In the packing houses. 
This with all other explosives was com­ 
pletely destroyed.

The icene presented at the place was 
terrible. People who felt the shocks 
and saw the flames of the 
burning 
structures Hocked to the place from 
miles around, but could render no aid 
to the Injured. The people were terri­ 
fied and held back in constant fear of 
other explosions. A few men who were 
In the buildings managed to escu|ie and 
they ran about the country bewildered. 
When the wives and rehitlve.s of the 
employes of the factory approached the 
burning buildings the scene wa.s heart­ 
rending. The bodies of the dead were 
horribly mangled. The head was miss­ 
ing from some, while here and there lay 
legless and armless trunks. Many of 
the Injured w'ere cut and maimed so 
badly that several of them cannot 
recover. 


The Lion of Keos. 


There are lions and lions, but tho 
lieu of loul is the lion of Hellas, says 
Professor J. Irving Munuatt in Tiiu At­ 
lantic. Tho lions on guard abuvo tho 
gate of Myceniu may be «Idor, but tlioy 
have lost their heads and therewith 
their main majesty. The lion sentinel 
over Leonidas’ grave at Therniopylio 
disappeared ages ago, though wo «till 
possess the inscriptiou written for it by 
tiimouides: 
Of boiuitH tho bravest I, of niortals ho, 
Upon thiti mound of stunenuw watched by we. 


Tlio lion of Chttironeia couimemorates 
a great and definite event, but iie has 
been broken to pioces. Better luck has 
attenecl tho liou of Keos. Couched here 
ou his flunk iu tbo living rock, w ith re­ 
verted head, 28 feet from tip to tail, 
every feature perfect, full of life and 
majesty, one can hardly think of him us 
a mere image made with hands. He 
looks rather as if in some prehistoric 
age—the colossus of his kind—ho might 
buvo lain down here alive and turned 
to stone, poBsibly after clearing tbo 
island of its first occujjants, for there is 
a myth handed down to us by an old 
writer that Keos was originally inhabit­ 
ed by the nymphs until they were scared 
away by a lion and fled to Karystos, 
leaving to the “ junjping off place” the 
name of J^ion point. At all events tin* 
niununient and tho njyth make a perfect 
lit. 
(Jur lion is the very beast to striko 
terror into nymphs or any otiier unwel­ 
come neighbors.

April 29.—Aside from 
the news of the Matanzas

ment, which sot the town wild with 
Joy, the event of yesterday was the ar­ 
rival of a big prize, the steamer Guido. 
She was captured by the Terror and tho 
gunboat Machlas ten miles off Cardena.s, 
but not until after a stern chase. 
Five 
shots were fired, four by the monitor 
and one by the gunboat, though the 
ihot from the Machlas did not take ef­ 
fect. ' Two of the Terror’s shots went 
through the pilot house. Manuel Rlva-s. 
a sailor, was In tho pilot house of the 
Guido and the (lying splinters pene­ 
trated his breast, 
inflicting 
wounds 
which may cause his death. 
Captain 
Kichlondo received a flesh wound In the 
wrist from a splinter when the shot 
went 
through tho pilot house. 
The 
Guido was bound from Corunna to H a­ 
vana, with a cargo of provisions and 
money thought to be for the Spanish 
troops. 


The Terror first sighted her and be­ 
gan the pursuit by sending a blank 
shot across her bows. The Spaniard 
promptly put out all her lights and 
started In a desperate attempt to run 
away. 
The monitor then brought her 
six pounders Into play and sent three 
more shots directly at her, all finding 
the mark. Meanwhile the Machlas had 
come up and sent a shot from a four- 
inch 
rifle at the 
fugitive.

Kichlondo, seeing that he had two such 
powerful 
enemies 
to 
combat, 
sur­ 
rendered.

W ashington, April 29.—The Republi­ 
can memberB of the ways and means 
committee held a meeting yesterday at 
which fifty amendments to the w ar rev­ 
enue bill were agreed to. One of these 
exempts mutual and co-operative life 
insurance companies from taxation. The 
tax on insurance companies is trans­ 
ferred from the policies to the premiums. 
In this the amendment conforms to the 
law of 1866. The tax on marine. Inland 
and fire Insurance policies Is extended 
to cover employers’ liability a.ssocia- 
tions. title insurance companies, g la ss 
and all other special insurance coni' 
panies, of which many 
classes have 
grown up In the past few years. 


Railroad telegraphic m essages and all 
other leased wire 
messages are ex­ 
empted by an amendment limiting the 
tax to messages “on which the com­ 
panies' charges are to be paid or to be 
collected." 
The tax on chewing gum 
is reduced from 1 cent on a 5-cent pack­ 
age to one-quarter of a cent. 
T lie tax 
on beer is extended to include beer 
“stored.” The amendment was deemed 
necessary to cover beer in storage. The 
license of dealers In leaf tobacco Is re 
duced from $24 to $12 on those whose 
sales do not exceed $10,000 per annum, 
and from $48 to $24 on dealers whose 
sales exceed that amount. 
T he most 
important amendment was one which 
levies a tax of 1 cent upon all pay tele­ 
phone messages costing below 25.

Th^re are enough of them stand­ 
ing in the city now to make a respecta* 
ble forest. They nnni her tbougands, and 
their number is all tbe time Increasing. 
Not every tenement hangs out its 
clothes on a pulley line. Corner tene­ 
ments, for iustuuce, occupy so much of 
tbe lot on which they stand that Ihere 
isu’t room to sot poles, and they hang 
on the roof. 
And sometimes in teue* 
nieuts in tho middle of a block drying 
arrangeuiouts are on the roof. 
But in 
tho case of a great majority of teue- 
mentH the tall poles are used. 


Some of tho.se tail clothes poles are 
75 feet in length. 
They range from 80 
feet up and cost from i|10 to |25 each. 
On account of their shut in situation 
and from tbe further fact that they are 
usually set close to a fence they get 
very little sunlight at the base, and so 
are likely to bo damp there and to rot. 
Poles sot in paved or cemented yards 
last longer than poles set in dirt yards. 
The ordinary life of these tall clothes 
polos is live to ton years. In new work 
and in renewals tho poles set in this 
city amount to some thousands in a 
year. 


Tho poles nsed ore almost all of them 
spruce, and nearly all of them come 
from Kova Scotia.—New York Sun.

REMARKABte DAILY NEWSPAPER 
HAS APPEARED IN PARIS. 


It» Frond* !• M onosed an d M odo liy 
rom lnino 
B ro ln t—Mmo. 
M orsunrltc 
D arond tUs H «nd of th e PraJoot»C 
b m ted Pnoplo on II«r StikflT. 
The latest development of *'femln- 
Isme"—a word having no exact equiv­ 
alent in Euglish, but which means the 
assertion 
in a natural, unaggressive 
way of feminine independence—takes 
practical shape In the appearance of 
a Parisian dally newspaper entitled Lo 
Fronde, which is edited by women for 
women. Not a solitary male being is 
employed on La Fronde In any capa­ 
city whatever. 
The olllce “boys” aud 
‘‘printer’s devils” are active young 
maidens, smartly attired 
In simple 
dresses and coquettish aprons. 
The 
"pressmen,” machinists, compositors, 
telegraphers. 
photographers, 
litho­ 
graphers, proofroadors, clcrks, adver­ 
tising agents, delivery and circulation 
ngcnts, tho "forenmn” of the press­ 
room, tho “foreman” of the composing- 
room, reporters, artists, foreign cor- 
respondonts, dramatic, miiaical, aud 
literary critics, society writers, medi­ 
cal writers, scientUle w'riters, fashion 
writers, cookery 
w’rlters, novelette 
writers, leader wrltCTs, the day editor, 
the city 
editor, the 
financial editor, 
the night editor, the business manag­ 
er, and the editor-ln-chieC are women, 
one and all of them, and as In Paris 
all tho newspaper stands are kept by 
women, it may fairly be said that La 
Fronde is even sold by women. 


To realize 
the importance 
of tho 
present movement It sho\Ud bo remem­ 
bered that the women of France have 
hitherto refrained 
from 
joining to­ 
gether in any organized association to 
attain by steady, systematic persever­ 
ance tho degree of freedom enjoyed 
by 
their 
English-speaking 
sisters. 
There has been plenty of Individual 
energy and 
disconnected 
elïort—a 
great deal 
of 
guerilla warfare—but 
this is tho first time that femlnlsme 
has been marshaled and united under 
one banner, with one common object 
in view. This centralization Is duo to 
Mme. Marguerite Durand de Valfere, 
who, 
at the Women’s 
congress at 
Drussels, was made a high commis­ 
sioner, Intrusted with tho task of col­ 
lecting and classifying tho most ur­ 
gent needs of modern 
woman, and 
bringing them in the most effective 
manner before the proper authorities. 


As can readily be Imagined, the step 
from these duties to the founding of 
a newspaper was a very natural one. 
Mme. Marguerite Durand has been se­ 
lected by her countrywomen as tho 
edilor-ln-chlef anri 
manager 
of La 
Fronde. Belonging to no pronounced 
sect or faction, and having no entan­ 
gling alliances of a political character, 
she w’as able to group about her wo­ 
men of undoubted talent, but whose 
special fads or fancies might other­ 
wise have kept them apart. 


Mme. Marguerite Durand, who has 
gathered together this brilliant staff 
of writers, is one of the most charm­ 
ing and intellectual women In Paris. 
There is nothing about her sugges­ 
tive of the “blue stocking” or of tho 
popular conception of the “now wo­ 
man.” She is essentially feminine in 
all her ideas and* tastes. When quite 
a young girl Mile. Marguerite Durand 
entered the Paris conservatory, and af­ 
ter three years’ hard study w’as grad­ 
uated from the dramatic department 
with a first prize. She received an en­ 
gagement at 
tbe Theatre Français, 
where she made a series of debuts in 
the classic 
and 
modern repertoires 
with marked success, and M. Palller- 
on selected her for an important role 
in “Le Monde ou Ton s’ennuie.” Mlle. 
Marguerite Durand was regarded as 
one of tbe most 
promising of tbe 
younger artista of tbe Maison de Mol- 
iere. She Is remarkably pretty and 
graceful, and her sylphlike figure, her 
fair hair, and 
sparkling, light-blue 
eye» were greatly admired. Owing to 
a sudden caprice she abandoned the 
stage. Although still 
young enough 
to resume her theatrical 
career, she 
prefers to devote her life to the fém­ 
iniste movement, and it is with in­ 
tense earneatuess that she is now pur­ 
suing her duties as founder and edi- 
tor-in-chief of La Fronde to which she 
haa been called by her colleagues. 


In the course of an interesting con­ 
versation with the writer Mme. Mar­ 
guerite Durand said: 


‘*1 hope that tho present movement 
will not be misunderstood in America. 
It is not at all a rovolution« as some 
people seem to suppose, but an evolu­ 
tion, which we are resolved to carry out 
with untiring perseverance and with 
that ceaseless vigilance which can be 
most effectively 
insured by a daily 
newspaper. It is by combined action 
that w’e shall succeed. French women 
have now attained an Intellectual po 
sitlon far in advance of the degree of 
independence accorded 
them by law 
aud custom. Public 
opinion is 
al 
ready alive to this; but the Legisla 
ture in Prance, as In most other coun­ 
tries Is essentially an automatic in­ 
strument, and, like an eight-day clock, 
has to be wound up otherwise it comes 
to a standstill. This winding up will 
be done by 
Fronde whenever nec­ 
essary and the Senators and Deputies 
will not be allowed to forgot that the 
women of France have their eyes up­ 
on them and expect them to act. We 
.are. however, not going to be aggross- 
tvii In 
any 
way, but, 
of course if 
wd are attacked then La Fronde may 
b9 implicitly 
leliod to 
‘talk back,’ 
to uso an American expression, and 
will f o 80 most ¥lgorou«ly.*’-^ o r. N«w 
Yorw Tribune.
